When plans were changed and the gas line 
was routed far north of it's originally planned 
route, Olds and the other towns (also Bassano) 
were left without a visible potential supoly of 
natural gas. Now. we hear that Olds will be, supp- 
lied with gas from what might be termed as local 
gas wells. WHAT ABOUT BASSANO NOW? I believe there. 
are several gas wells within 10 to 15 miles of 
Bassano and, if Canadian Western can build a 
pipeline to one, surely it can to another.

_ ‘There is a certain amount of agitation for 
concrete sidewalks in the more settled sections of 


_ the Town's residential district. Stdewalks in the 


residential districts are the financial responsi- 
bility of the residents concerned as, obviously, 
one could not expect the ratepayers of the whole 
Town to pay for improvements that would benefit 
The method used in Calgary and other munici- 
palities is that the sidewalks are paid for by the 
general funds and financed to the residents of the 
district concerned at a certain rate per foot of 
sidewalk frontage for a period of 10 years. As an 
example, suppose that a sidewalk 4 feet wide was 
laid all along a 500 foot block at a total cost of 
$800.00. This would be paid for by Town funds and 
the cost apportioned to each lot abutting ‘on the 
sidewalk, If 10 lots were owned in this block, 


‘each lot wotld be charged $80.00 and, financed 


over a period of 10 years, would mean a frontage 
tax of $8.00 per year over.and above the usual 
taxes. This figure is, of course, only used as an 
example to illustrate my point. The frontage :tax 
would be based on the actual costs of construction 
and the term of re-payment might be varied. 

For those who wish to have a sidewalk ‘constru- 
ected, the first move is to have a petition signed 
by the owners of the property concerned requesting 
that a sidewalk be built. This would be presented 
to the Council and, if the project was aporoved, 
plans would then be made for the construction. 


_ There would be no vote of the ratepayers as it 


would be only a local improvement and ultimatel 
would be paid for by those receiving the Baneret 
of the construction. Towns that borrow funds for 
such construction may arrange to accept a petition 
for sidewalks at any time of the year. In the case 


of Bassano, however, the construction would have . 
current funds, Consequently any 


to be financed. from 
petition would have to be filed with the Council 
prior to May 1st in order to arrange for the funds 
to be included in the current budget. — tae

Grass thrives when the weather is 
cool and damp. Grass seed usually 
comes in packaged mixtures, The 
reason is simple. We want some 
early seed that will germinate and 
grow quickly to provide some 
green and will also provide some 
shade for the slower germinating, 
finer and more permanent sorts. 
‘Also it is a well known agricul- 
tural fact--that a mixture .of 
grasses or clovers will give a 
thicker stend usually than a single 
variety sown alone, For very spe- 
cialized purposes such'as bowling 
er putting greens we may use a 
single variety, but for the ordinary 
lawn, mixtuges are best, 

Lawns should be as level and 
the soil as fine as possible before 
any seed is sown and that job is 
best done on a windless day. 
Directions regarding the amouht 
of seed should be followed care- 


appreciate fertilizer ' and 
watering just like any other crop. 
A well fed lawn on good soil, will 
soon crowd out most weeds, 

Real foundation— 

Good seed is the very founda- 
tion of any successful garden, In 
this matter, it is well to remember

Open rich loam— 

Virtually all plants, annual or 
perennial, big and especially little, 
prefer what the experts term an 
open rich loam. This simply means 
a soil that is loose, that will dry 


| fairly quickly and without baking 


hard, This permits the roots to go 
down easily and well, and it also 
holds moisture and absorbs sun- 
shine, If one can dig the soil 
jeasily, if it crumbles when dug, 
rather than packs, then it is open 
enough. If it is hard and refuses 
to crumble, then we simply. make 
it more open. by digging fn 
manure, or green mulch like grass 
clippings, weeds or a .coyer crop 
of rye or oats or buckwheat or 
almost anything that will eventu- 
ally decompose and mix with the 
soil, 

If, on the other hand, our 
garden is sandy, we follow almost 
the same course and dig in lots 
of green stuff and manure to pro- 
vide some body and water holding 
ability, 

Of course one does not create 
ideal garden soil overnight or even 
over one season, It may take a 
year or so, particularly if the 
original is hard sub-soil clay or 
something similar, In this con- 
nection it would be advisable to 
speed matters with an application 
of one of the soil conditioners now 
on the market. These will open up 
even the toughest clay if applied 
properly, The main thing with 
garden soil, as with regular farm- 
ing operations, is to keep plowing 
or digging in all the vegetable 
refuse we can get hold of. It is 
also an excellent idea to have a 
compost heap.

vides a valuable source of Vitamin 
E, the anti-sterility vitamin. As 
far as sheep are concerned, there 
is strong experimental evidence 
that lack of Vitamin E may often 
be the one cause of stiff lamb dis- 
ease, 
Whatever type of grain is fed, 
don’t overlook the need for min- 
eral supplements. Swine particu- 
larly need this addition of min- 
erals to provide a well-balanced 
diet.

with only 35 the year before.
